Wheu the Greek Solon wanted 
give force and welghty sanction to his ne 
code of lawa, he claimed that an oraclo had in- 
structed him ‘in a cave to which he had re- 
+ tired for meditation. The story of the civil 
government and military action of early 
Romo 1s identified with the vaticinations of 
. the Pontifex Maximus and his subordinates, 
whose utterances were often necessary for 
the proper and desired Impression on the pop- 
“ulsce and the army. Here із the secret of 
much of what is dttribated to Moses, a divine 
, authority being necessary to give" saaetion 
to some of those lawa.. 

These ancient, customs are thesource of all 
the priestly claims, ceremonies and dignitles 
which have been maintained In the name of 
Christianity: They are the survival ot the 

y 1 and style and forms of paganism long 
t was supposed pagatiism was dead. 
This Gharacterizes the Romish Church eml- 
.nently above all other Christian bodies; 
hence It has been the most dominantly and 
arrogantly and persistently political. 
. The political character of. the Romish 
Church also contains an element and basis 
which are pecaliar to itself and impart to It 
a quality of supereminent and anspproacha- 
ble and ‘dictatorial assum 
iveness. This ts its claim of the pri of 
the Romish popes as the successors of St. Pe- 


ter. They are thus supposed to be unap-' 


proschably sacred and authoritative, if not 
infallibly inspired; and this feeling has in 
* our times culminated in making the formal 
claim and affirmation of infallibility with all 
the solemnity and dignity which would be 


'. given to it by ап mcumenical council. That 


obligations as citizens, like all the rest of 
the members of the Commonwealth. The 
Romish Church presents to;this no possible 
parallel, She is nota State Charch nor ever 
was, but Tho Church, the supreme power and 
authority on earth, whether allied cr not 
with any earthly State. Sho bas always 
claimed the right to command and coerce all 
the States and thelr soveroigas. 

When the pope was soverelgn of a State 
he had more power than now; but his claims 
were no greater than at present, because they 
were not, and are not based on any earthly 
conditions er connections, but on an exclu- 
sive and Umitless divine authority. The Ro- 
mish Church la thus theoretically and partial- 
ly a standing menace to all Individual free- 
dom and all'natlonal independence. It de- 
nies the right of any earthly power to ques- 
tion the doctrine of its chief. That chief 
and his subordinates declare that thoy are 
the only Church, and that so far as they 
have power to prevent It, they ought not to 
let any perish, butto force them into the 
truo Church and then into heaven, even 


= | though it be through the auto- dn · fe. 


These comprise the dead politics of Rome. 
They are among theessential principles of her 
constitution, They imply and endorse all 
the hortors of past persecutions and tortures. 
They аге suspended only for want of- power; 
and to the extent of their power this priest- 
hood would consclentious!y suppress the 
moral liberty and civil rights of every Amer- 
{сэп who would not become the pope's spirit- 
ual slave. Americans should be on their 
guard, and take care to so rule America that 
the Itallan priest shall here have no power 
by the help of bis superstitions myrmidons 
to wield a degrading and disastrous control. 

We are well aware that there are many

А varlety of causes at work tend to make

Parenthood Is 
evaded where 1: should be welcomed, and 
characters, іа consequence, lack the polse 
aod welght which fatherhood, and. mother- 
hood bring. Dwarfed or perverted, the hus- 
band and wife miss all the sweet cares and 
joys whicb should bring them nearer and 
nearer together as the years roll away. They 
miss the development that comes from fally 
wifolded natures. Even to look upon the 
little grave is better than to lack the oxper- 
fences of parenthood; the ascended infant 
might lead them to look up to the home of

The Growth of Spiritualism in Russia, 


Tight of London has an excellent article 
written bya Russian Spiritualist, on “The 
Growth of Spiritualism in. Russia," from 
which we glean ^a few facts, 

The Arst reports about the strange phe- 
nomena which had manifested themselves in 
America, reached Russia In the winter, 1852, 
First in the two capitals, and next every- 
where, tables turned as well as fats and 
plates; conversations began with the help of. 
tabla tippings; and in the following year 
planchettes came into general use. These 
manifestations were explained by the spirit- 
valistie hypothesis, that is to say, questions 
were addressed to spirits of the departed, but 
there waa no serious Inquiry Into the cause 
of the phenomena, Daring the first years of 
the appearance of these manifestations in Rus · 
ela, they did not go beyond table movements 
und planchette writing, and in most cases 
they were used for nothing but a fashionable 
entertainment for idle people. 

In the year 1850, however, a notable ‘Rus- 
slan scholar, member of the Academy of Sel- 
ences, в mathematician, М. Ostro 
gan to study the spiritaalistio phenomena, 
which bad awakened his interest/from 
purelysclontiſlo point of view; and after some 
experimenta-he became a confirmed Spirita- 
alist. He died in the year 1860, and with 
him the influence of the renowned scholar, 
in reference to the question of Spiritualism, 
was entirely lost on Russian society, A small 
minority, who gave serious 
maniféstatiogs, looked for an exp! 
them in the works of Allan Kardec. At the 
hot 1850, the late Mr. Home, the celebrat- 
ed medium, went to Petersburg, and waa the

It will prolong 
that power ‘indefinitely. Such a course 
ought to be denounced as essentially un- 
American and anti-American. The citizens 
ot this country should oppose It as contrary 
to the genius of our Institutions, unfavorable 
to national homogenelty, and calculated to 
foster political trouble in the interest of the 
papal priesthood. If the State has any 
right of self-protection It has the right to 
enforce а kind and degree of education con- 
duelve to that end, which all acknowledge, 
as evinced In the history of our State educa- 
tional institutions. We have, therefore, а 
civil right to repress an 1njurlous Isolation 


. | of a large body of our people from the rest of 


the nation in thelr primary education. We 
ought not to allow any body of them here 
to be exclusively subject to а pecullar and 
ecclesiastical regime, They should be all 
alike subjected to a State curriculum and t 
teachers appointed by the State, and thence 
to feel In youth the natlonal spirit and im- 
pulse.

It Makes а Vast Difference.

This la all wrong and tho dear people 
will soon go to the demnition bow-wows un- 
lesa it is stopped —1п the opinion of the horde 
of doctors whose numbers aro increasing each 
year. To protect these professionals In their 
emoluments, perquisites, and prerogatives it 
is proposed to constract an annex to the 
prosent law which shall cover the oppreased 
pill venders and calomel prescribers, and 
&hleld them from that loss of wealth and 
comfort which the rapid growth of popular 
independence and Intelligence now render 
imminent.

It isa great pity that St. Paul should in 
some degree seem to have given countenance 
to this style of thinking; though tha two or 
three passages which look this way itot 
а botter interpretation. It has no counte- 
nance ia the gospels. It is utterly allen to 
tho spirit of the Old Testament. On this 
ascetic principle the saints must be cellbates. 
and thd more they violate all their moral 
obligations here, the more holy they are deem- 
ed; for the husband or wife or parent to re- 
nounce all the natural duties which they 
have voluntarily and deliberately incarred 
becomes іп тунун court a saintly he- 
тбівш.

He Is 
ente to the pursuit of holler pleasures 
than ti of sense and of earthly asso- 
elatlon. He isto live the noble life of в 
pare spirit in the Mesh. 80 far as this ls 
sincere it is chimerical. No creature сап 
transcend the laws of Lis own nature; and 

he regularly affect to despise them and 
ignore them, itis at his own peril. They 
will be sare somewhere to assert themselves 
suddenly and with overwhelming power, and 
in forms and connections which will be 
abnormal, {ojarious and wicked. А fow 
men and women of pecollar Idlosyncrasy or 
pursuits, or mental habits and circumstan- 
ces, may easily be celibates in reality; but 
only to suchas they and to such а limited 
number із it possible. Whatever be the vows 
of the majority, opportanity will be an over- 
whelming temptation; and a general demor- 
alization will be the issue. No power of 
human virtue can avold this, and no honest 
thought can blink It. It is as certain аз any 
other of the lawa of nature. No priestly vows 
andManetions can litt men above our com- 
mon natüre, and all pretension to it can be 
nothing better than hypocrisy added to pre- 
vious wrong. However well the conceal- 
ment is managed, wo know that the deed is 
Inevitable, more ог less, with the average 
man; therefore, in the Interest of voracity 
and moral sincerity; in the interests ot mor- 
al purity and integrity, and of all the vir- 
tues which are necessary to human welfare, 
and the peace of soclety and the prosperity of 
States, we ought to frown upon a system 
which enforces celibacy on а body of men 
who аге scattered through every communi- 
ty and who are constantly by virtue of their 
brought into close and intimate pri- 

vate connection with the other sex. 

We do not impugn the men, bat the system, 
as unnatural and pregnant with needless 
temptation to the average human nature, 
and hence pregnant with social and moral 
evil to the nation. Under the pretext of pro 
moting superior sanctity it tends to/break 
downthe natural barriers against in- 
roads of general inveracity and unchastity. 
We have no interest in it, favorable or other- 
wise; a3 an ecclesiastical system. We speak 
of it only as a moral and social force of vast 
and ominous import which will naturally 
rouse In the breast of every good citizen a 
serious and profound concern. É 

In the beginning, doubtless, the leading 
motive of celibacy on the part of religious 
devotees was а mistaken zeal for. purity or 
augmented usefulness, a» it was with Bt. 
Paul. Then crafty men seized upon it аза 
source of ecclesiastical power. How it pro- 
motes this in convents nunneries and other 
ecclesiastical institutions with pi the 
chief rulers, the JOURNAL has previously d · 
pounded. It works tothe same effect mo 
directly and intensely in regard to priests. 

It shuts them up to each other as a body.

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The Exposure of Hascality by the Press. 


It is а well known fact that in all depart- 
menta of life there exists more or less cor- 
ruption, which із generally exposed to publie 
view by those who have the interest and 
welfare of the people at heart. The exposure 
of the rascality of aldermen- in New York 
city; the discovery of certain miserable pecu- 
lators in Chicago, now under indictment, 
and ` designated by common consent as 
"boodlers," and the dally unvelling of sys- 
tematic swindling operations on the part of 
the wealthy as well аз poor, show conclusive- 
ly that humanity is not now prepared for the 
ushering In of that perlod of tho world desig- 
nated as the millennium. 

In exposing the iniquiiies of prominent 
rascals, the press always takes a leading part. 
The press of New York city bravely exposed 
the insatiable greed of the Tweed ring of. 
swindlers, and was instrumental in saving 
that city from baukruptey. In Chicago, the 
press was Instrumental in unvelling gigan- 
tle frauds on the part of county officials; and 
had It not been for iteSystematle efforts the 
probability із that the “boodlere” would still 
continue to carry on thelr various methods 
of plundering the county treasury. The 
press, аз а general rule, ія always on the 
side of honesty, and. never hesitates to 
expose those officials who do not work for the 
interest of the public. The paper that does 
not expose the unmitigated evils of society, 
generally occupies а secondary position, and 
cannot exerta controlling influence among 
the people. The leading papers in New York 
city, in Chicago, and in other large places, 
have acted a noble part. Ell being present 
everywhere, the exposure ot them becomes а 
matter of necessity, and the paper which 
shrinks from so doing, la a miserable, con- 
temptible weakling, and should soon perish. 

The same necessity that exlats on the part 
of the secular press in the exposure of ras- 
cality, exists also, bat in another direction, 
in the spiritualistic press. The RELIGIO- 
PuitosoPHiCAL JOURNAL has ever deemed It 
a sacred duty to polnt out evil practices 
among tricksters and fraudulent mediums. 
All rational and honest Spiritualists when 
they carefully consider the part the JOURNAL 
has acted, in the exposure of imposture, must 
admit that it alone stands preeminent, for it 
has done for the Cause of Spiritualism what 
the secular press has done for the cause of 
honesty inthe aMministration of State, City 
and County affairs. 

Without systematic organized effort on the 
part of the better element^in society the 
world would soon become à seething mass of 
corruption.

to establish. the phenomena on a scientific 
basis, the cause would then at once gain 
strength and attract to it many of the lights 
in science, art and literature throughout the
